Council Goes 
Over Audit of 
City, Plant 


Hope City Council 
received the 


city 
Water and Light plant au- 


dit report last night and discover- 
ed the city is in much better fin- 
ancial condition than at the same 
time a year ago. 
« Robert Jewell, Lile and Co. au- 
' ditor, went over the audit with the 
group and made various 
recom- 


mendations: 1. a full time ware- 
house man; 2. budgets for all de- 
partments; 3. establishment of a 
cushion fund for the Water and 
Light plant for emergencies such 
as drilling a water well, purchase 
of extra equipment etc. 4. gener- 
al liability insurance for the Water 
and Light Plant building and 5. a 
revision of the meter deposits, pro- 
bably only new 
customers, rais- 


ing the deposit 
for more protec- 


tion. 


The audit 
revealed that 
the 


Hope Water and Light Plant pro- 
fit was $164,000 for 1955 as com- 
pared to $153,000 the previous year. 
And it was noted that the city took, 
$82.739.90 of this profit 
which re- 


presented a decrease over the pre- 
vious year of $7,500. It was also 
revealed that the city retired $21,- 
000 in bonds ahead of 
schedule 


1 last year. 


In other action the council voted 


to purchase a lot in 
the Andrews 


area from Luther J .Thompson for 
the sum of $300. This lot 
will be 


used to dig the new city water well. 
A site near Gunter Lumber Co., 
was abandoned due to the fact that 
there are several existing wells 
in the same sand in the area. 


The Council voted to purchase a 


steam cleaner from the city gar- 


: age at a price of $641; and 
went 


in partnership with the County on 
the purchase of finger 
printing 


equipment owned by the late

Linker. This equipment will be us- 
ed jointly by county and city offi- 
cers. The equipment cost $150 with 
the city paying half; the group al- 
so voted to purchase 24 chairs for 
the fire department to be used at 
meetings twice monthly.

They are determin- 
ed to see it through. 


This is a purposeful, cautious 


and skillfully-directed revol from 
the top to the bottom 
and the 


leaders are content for the cam- 
paign to move slowly now. 


The revolt is not against Josef 


Stalin personally ,but against the 
phenomenon' of Stalinism which is 
euphemistically called "the cult of 
personality."

Election Law 
Change Talked 
for 159 Years

— for 
159 


years—ever since 
1797—Congress 


has talked about 
amending 
the 


Constitution to change 
the Elec- 


toral College system of choosing 
a president and vice president. 


The Senate debating it again 


is wading in muddy water. Demo 
crats and Republicans are divided 
among themselves. Neither friends 
nor foes of the amendment being 
considered can positively predict 
Us ultimate effect if it becatne 
law. 


Because delegates to the ' Con 


Etilutional 
Convention in 
178' 


didn't trust the wisdom of the av- 
erage voter in choosing a presi- 
dent and vice president they put 
this method into the Constitution. 


Each state would choose distin- 


guished citizens—equal in numbei 
to a state's total number of sen 
otors and representatives in Con 
gress—to select a president anc 
vice president. These citizens were 
called electors. 


The framers of the Constitution 


didn't foresee the rise of the big 
political parties 
which 
use 
the 


electoral system this way. 
Each 


party in each state picks a slate 
of electors. When a party's can 
didate wins the popular vote in a 
state all that party's electors vote 
for its candidate although under 
Ihe Constitution they could vote 
for whom they pleased. 


A state's electoral votes all go 


to the candidate winning a plural 
ity of the popular vote. For ex- 
ample in a state with 45 elecoral 
votes candidate Smith gets 500,000 
popular votes and candidate Jones 
gets 499,000. By that 
1,000 - vote 


margin candidate Smith 
gets al 


45 electoral votes while the 499,000 
people who voted for Jones counl 
for nothing. 
, This has long been criticized as 
a weak spot in the ^electoral sys- 
tem. 
Why not 
a 
constitutional 


amendment to let a president anc 
vice president be chosen directly 
by oopular vote? 


It is not being seriously 
consid- 


ered now. It seems to have little 
chance. The Constitution can't be 
amended unless—in 
addition 
to 


two thirds of the Senate and House 
—36 of fhe 48 states approve. 


The three - part main proposal 


for amending the Constitution now 
being

No. 1. No candidate would auto- 


matically get all of a state's elec- 
toral votes. Each candidate would 
get a portion of a state's electoral 
votes in proportion to his popular 
vote.

have their electoral vote divided 
—would lose the importance and

Smaller states particularly those 
where one party dominates would 
gain and might control an elec- 
tion.

proportional way a state legisla- 
ture could decide to let the voters 
choose electors the way they pick 
members 
of Congress two elec- 


tors would be chosen for the whole 
state (as senators are) and 
the 


rest would be elected by congres 
sional districts. 


Argument against Rural areas 


have too much

both in state legislatures and the 
way congressional districts are set 
—in proportion t otheir numbers. 
This would give them even more 
influence in picking a president. 


No. 3. If no party got 50 per 


cent

House and Senate jointly
